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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "2" and "3" (Figs. 1 and 2) have both been used to 
designate 'substratum'. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the proper 
headings ("Field of the Invention", "Background", 'Summary", etc) are missing. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the superstructure" 
(in line 2) should be "a superstructure", or claim 1 should be re-written to improve clarity. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claims 4-20 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in alternative only 
and/or cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 

§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, claims 4-20 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1- 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the undersize" in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Trawny DE 196 05 990, cited by aplicant. 

9. Regarding claim 1 as best understood, Trawny discloses a water-permeable 
ground covering (as seen in Fig. 2) for application to a substratum (2), wherein the 
ground covering has a multi-layered structure (Fig. 2) with a superstructure (6) and a 
substructure (as seen in Fig. 2), with the substructure having at least one layer of sand 
(4) on the substratum side and a layer of ballast (8) on the superstructure side, wherein 
the superstructure of the ground covering is a combination of compacted, mineral 
aggregates and organic binding materials, and wherein the average size k ba nast of 
particles amounts to 5mm (as disclosed in the Specification and claims). 

2. Regarding claim 2 as best understood, the layers of the superstructure and/or of 
the substructure are connected together by bonding (as disclosed in the Specification 
and claims). 

3. Regarding claim 3 as best understood, the granulation of the aggregates k z 
amounts to 1 to 5 mm (as disclosed in the Specification and see claims), which is 
considered to meet the limitation of 1 to 7 mm in claim 3.
